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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 01/31/2007 has been entered. Claims 1. 5 and 8 were amended. Claim-4 
was cancelled. Claims 9 and 10 were newly added. Claims 1-3 and 5-10 as amended are pending with 
the application. 

Response to Amendment 

The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 01/31/2007 is sufficient to overcome the rejection of 
claims based upon Tuller et al (US 5,403,461). The declaration overcomes the rejection of claims over 
Tuller et al cited in the last office action and the obviousness over this prior art. The declaration also 
overcomes the prior art by Ogata et al (US 6.878,304) and obviousness over this prior art.
